of manhood as Iord Rosehery seetmed on
this gray. nasty day. He had come up to
town from Mentmore to attend a weloing.
and was evidently strolling out from his
town. ouse on near-by Berkeley Square.
quite careless of the fact that the drizzle
was trying to take the shine out of his silk
hat. He was so welt dressed that not an
it-rm of his raintwnt was conspicuons-no
monce-. no spats, no giddy cane, it pretty

manner of walking. collar of the low, turn-
over variety, and scarf a quiet four-in-
hand. His eyes were bright, his cheeks
ruddy, his steps springy. You would say
he was about thirty-five until. on looking
back at him. you saw gray hair under his
hat.

titled and cultured ancestry. He was in
the crowd, but not of it; aloof, but by no
means haughty. He seemed unconscious of
those about him, in the same way that he
would he unconscious of the presence .of
the butler while at the dinner table. He
was so comfortable and contented and
amused and good 'ntatured, so well propor-
tioned a picture of physical health and
strength that it is pleasant to reflect on the
visot. It was a strong face. except for
the mouth. The lips were somewhat sensu-

trap variety of mouth.

A Pusste to Every One.
The appearance of the man is all sIgnifi-

cant. lver since his college days he has
been in public life. yet even now he is a
puzzle tot his closest puolitical associates. Is
he stro~ng or is he weak? Are his brains
great, or are they merely "pretty?'' How
are you going to tell what sort of stuff is
in a man when everything that he wants
is dIropi-d into his lap without his having
to struggie for it? Failing direct evidence,
you have to loo~k at circumstantial evi-
dInle, such tas that w arm, twinklIng eye,
and thu heavy. paurted lips. Lord Rosebery
was Mr. G1la.dstone~s residuary legatee in
the highest offiee within the gift of the
queen and -the English people, and there
are many who lI-lieve that whenever the
liberal party gets back into power this
britliant peer will be chtosen premier again.
But he wants the liberal party- to come to
him, andl the other leaders do nof like that
idea. although most of theIr constitutents
do. Even in selfentained America. busy
with its own imperialists and anti-imperial-
lsts, the outtome will he as entertaining a
bit of politics as this last year of the cen-
tury will afford.

Rosebery could he compared. If Theodore
Roosevelt were the swellest kind of a so-
ciety man. and had been. thanks to his
at'cestors. for exactly 290 years; if he pos-
sessed diplhm cy to such a degree that
you never codd be quite sure what he
meant. If he were less warlike, he would
hcar some resemblanee io Lord Rosehery.
Both am writers of distinction, both have
held high office. both are thorough sports
and the future of cat-h is problematical.

Rosebery and Cromwell.
It Was 'n 1715 that the house of Rosebery

got into the peerage, although it had'b-en
prominent ven before that, for Archibald
Primro:e-whose* name the present earl
bears-was made a baronet in 115. He
was clerk of the Scottish privy council,
and sided with Charles I in the struggle
with Cromwell. He also took up the cause
of "Bonnie Prince Charlie" and after the
battle of Worcester had to flee to France
with that future monarch. Every cent's
worth of property that Primrose left be-
hind him was seized by Cromwell, and,
until Cromwell's death. he was a ruined
man. When Charles 11 was restored to the
throne he rest..red the property Crom-
well had seized. and evidently gave his
heneman some money, too. fo- Sir Arcfil-
bald bought l)almeney and laid the foun-
dation of the house of Rosebery. It was
his son who was made Viscount Rosebery,
Baron Primrose and Dalmeney, in the
reign of William and Mary.
Now, th, funny part of all this is that

while the house of Rosebery probably
never would have been heard of if Archi-
bald Primrose had not won the gratitude
of Charles Hi by fighting Cromwell, the
present Archibald Primrose, Earl of Rose-
bery, Is today the most distinguished de-
fender of Cromwell's memory. Last year
he asked parliament for permission to erect
in the palace yard at Westminster a heroic
statue of General Cromwell by Thorny-
croft, and given by an anonymous donor.
Parliament didn't know about placing a
statue of this mat. under the very shadow
of the building in which he had flouted
the parliament of his day, and had told
It to go away and stay away until It, was
ready to do his bidding. But one fine morn-
ing in November last the statue.was placed
In position and unveiled without ceremony.
Then it appeared that Lord Rosebery was
the anonymous donor. A few nights after-
ward he made undoubtedly the greatest
sneech on Cromwell that has ever been
delivered.

Which Way in He Headed?
Lord Rosebery will enter upon his fifty-
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fourth year May 7 next. He is, therefore,
only a boy as statesmen go, in this land
of ripe old age, but he has been in public
lift more than thirty years. His father,
Lord Dalmeney, died when the son was in
Eton and he succeeded to the title. When
he was twenty-one his grandfather, the
fourth Earl of Iosebery. died, and the
young man took his seat among the peers.
He ,-onfidedl his three youthful ambitions-
to marry a very rich woman, to be prime
minister and to win the Derby--to an In-
disceet schoolmate, who divuiged them to
the world.
Hlow the young earl astonlshed his fellow

peers by going to work as if it was as
much the business of a peer as of a mem-
ber of the lower house to represent his
constituents; how, before he was out of the
twentlies, he had attracted GIladstone's at-
tentiott; how, at thirty-one, he married
Hannah Rothschild, thereby acquiring afortuone of millions in pounds sterling; how,
at thirty-nine. he was made secretary of
state for foreign affairs; how, following
Gladstone whetn the split came over homerule. be left national politics anid became
chairman ofi the London c'ounty council;how he was made prime minister in 1894,
and how, after ditssensions Inside the lib-
eral party had driven hIm out in 1895, he
won the Derby--these are well-known
points in his ever lucky career.
Since then, vowing that be knows Doli-ties no rnore, be has made speech after

speech of which no word has been missed
by political reporters of all complexions,
without once betraying which way he was
going to jump next. He is now the moat
brilliant orator in England, and it is a
striking fact that his speeches read even
better than they sound. When printed,

Idol of the People.

Every speech has added 'to liis popular-
ity until there is no telling what the "com-
mon people" would do if they had a chance
to vote on the suhjet-t. If the conditions
here were like those in the Unit'd States
the chances are that Rlosehery would h.
elected president of the English rb'public at
the earliest' opportunity. The "common
people" have never forgotten his work a:;
president of the London county couneil
and, better yet, his work as Chairman of
the hoard which brought the great strike
of 30000 coal miners to an end in 1i2.

Perhaps his most intimate chum, next

to his son, Albert Edward harry Meyert
Archibald Primrose, Lord Dalmeney, who
Pek-brated his eighteenth birthday on the
8th of this 'month. is his rich and hand-
some son-in-law, Lord Crewe, former lord
lieutenant of Ireland. who married Lady
"Peggy" Primrose last April. But you
may he sure Lord Crewe knows as little
of the inner workings of this mysterious
man's mind as any one.
Is Lord Rosebery coming or going po-

litically? Although he has such extraor-
dinary popularity with the people, the po-litical leaders are not very fond of him. 1'n-
1er solemn promise not to reveal names, I
have talked with members of parliament
of widely varying views concerning this
brilliant and lucky man. One of the most
prominent of them-and it is exasperating
that his name cannot he given, for everynewspaper reader- in the United Stateswould recognize it--said:

British Views of Rosebery.
"It might almost he remarked that Lord

Rosebery's future or his immediate future,
anyway, is in the hands of Lord Roberts,
although perhaps that distinguished gen-
tral would be rather surprised if he realized
It. The explanation is this: although the
tide is beginning to set toward the liberal
party, there are two branches of -that
party which are widely divergent. Rose-wry is an imperialist, almost a jingo. The
-pposing branch is anti-imperialist. Now,
f ,the campaign of Lord Roberts in South
Africa should be quickly -nd completelyI
ffective, the imperialistic- idea might yet be
riumphant, despite the present strong cur-
-ent of popular feeling against the govern-nent. Of course. If, the conservatives lose
Lnd yet the imperialistic Idea semains popu-
ar, when the next appeal is made to the
ountry, Lord Rosebery can have what-
,vet he wants.
"But the longer the war drags on the less
s the prestige of imperialism. and the
nore will the British public count the cost>f expansion. So the longer it takes LordRoberts to whip the Boers, the worse it is
or Lord Rosebery.
"But you must und'erstand,'' continued
his veteran comntater, "that .such forO-
asts as this must be taken with an allow-
tnee, for the unexpected. 'W- .an only say
such and such things will halgpen unless
omething unfores'.-en hapltens to interfere.'
,ord Rosery says he is out of politics
nd may not want to be pretuter again un-
ess he has an almost unanimonts Ball fron
he liberal party, buot at any rate, you may
te sure of one thing, and that is that he
njoys political power quite as much as any
ne else, and that if the rest of the country
pends an hour a day on its knees in prayer
or Lord Roberts' speedy sncess, Lord
tosebery spends two hours."

A 'Tory ttew.
And here is what a tory of the tries says:
'Rosebery is a chat ming fellow. But, light,
ir, light as a feather on the breeze! He
las impressions and no doubt he thinks
hey are worthy of the name of political>rinciples. But they are far from being
sig, s'rong convictions. He is too graceful
or that. If he happens to be handy some
ime when the liberal party comes into
ower and wants an ornamental premier,
to doubt he will be chosen, but for a vigor-
)us kcader who can beat out a difficult path'or the rest to follow safety, a different sort
)f man is wanted."
And here are the words of an avowed lit-

tle Englander: "Lord Rosebery is a lazyrnan. He- does not care enough about any-thing to take much real trouble over it. I
was connected with him in one bit of pub-
lic work of which he was the head. He
went into it with much enthusiasm, but
lust at the time when the hardest work was
required he ran off after something else and
left us to get on as best we could. It wasn't
that he wanted to shirk. It was simplythat the thing bored him after awhile."
